U.S. 
Ends by Fall 


SAIGUis (AP) — The U.S. 


Command, in a surprise move, 
has marked at least one brigade 
of the 1st Air Cavalry Division 
for withdrawal from Vietnam in 
March, informed sources said 
today. 


The decision to pull out a bri- 


gade of the veteran combat unit 
as part of President Nixon's 6th 
phase cutback apparently re- 
flects Pentagon thinking that 
the U.S. withdrawal should be 
accelerated. 


Defense Secretary Melvin R. 


Laird said in Paris that all 
American combat responsibility 
in Vietnam will end in the fall of 
1971 and that troop strength re- 
duction is ahead of announced 
objectives. 


It has been widely assumed 


by military officials in Vietnam 
that the last American units to 
be withdrawn would be the 1st 
Air Cavalry Division and the 
101st Airborne Division, because 
of their helicopter mobility. 


The two airmobile divisions 


each have more than 400 heli- 
copters for use in combat and 
combat support operations. 


The 1st Air Cavalry Division, 


composed of three brigades of 
about 6,000 men each, are the 
last full division of American 
troops in the 3rd military re- 
gion, which includes the 11 prov- 
inces around Saigon. 


The 6th phase pullout is in- 


tended to reduce 
authorized 


troop strength by 60,000 men on 
May 1 to a new level of 284,000. 


However, because troop pull- 


outs are already running ahead 
of schedule, it will cut actual 
strength to about 275,000 men. 
Actual strength at the end of the 
5th phase on Dec. 31 stood at 
335,000, about 9,000 ahead of 
schedule.

1970 Was a 
Good Year 
for the FBI

WASHINGTON (AP) - To 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, 
1970 was a very good year. 


More fugitives were located, 


more organized-crime figures 
convicted and more fingerprints 
checked than in any previous 
year in the agency's history, the 
FBI chief said today. 


And, according to the FBI's 


arithmetic, it all was done at a 
profit: 


"Fines, savings and recover- 


ies in FBI investigations during 
the period reached the record 
figure of over $422 million, a re- 
turn of $1.60 for every dollar ap- 
propriated for FBI operations," 
Hoover said in Ins annual report 
to Atty. den. John N. Mitchell. 


However, Hoover reported a 


rise in new-left violence, air- 
craft hijackings and killings of 
|K)lice by black militants, and 
added: 


"As long as crime continues 


to increase and dissident ele-

"We don't want to make the

"We only want 
protection for amateur athletes 
and an upgrading of the sport. 


"And if things don't get better 


soon, we plan to strike the tele- 
vision meets because 
that's 


where it'll hurt. Those TV meets 
bring in good money." 


Power said the group wants 


better training facilities, a na- 
tional training site and a say in 
who coaches athletes heading 
for Olympic competition. 


"We have commitments from 


at least 50 top athletes and even 
a few college guys who are will- 
ing to take the consequences," 
Power said.

Ira Rubin of New York play- 
ing with Charles Burger of 
Detroit. The new partnership 
obtained one of the many top 
scores by setting South three 
tricks at a one no-trump con- 
tract. 


Chuck opened his fourth 


best club. He decided that 
his ace of spades would be 
worth more if he held it 
back and waited for some- 
one to lead the suit to him. 
It sure was! 


Ira won the first trick 


with the ace and returned 
the suit. Chuck's 10 covered 
declarer's nine and held the 
trick. A third club knocked 
out dummy's king. Ira dis- 
carded the four of spades. 


S o u t h might well have 


taken his other four top 
tricks and conceded down 
two, but he wanted to try 
for more. He led a diamond 
to his ace and a second dia- 
mond 
t o w a r d 
dummy's 


queen. That queen lost to 
Ira's king and Ira cashed 
his jack. 


South discarded the three 


of spades and Chuck let the 
deuce of hearts go. This 
clearly told Ira to lead a 
spade and he did just that. 
Chuck won with the ace and 
cashed his two good clubs. 


Poor South had to make 


two discards. The first was 
easy. He jettisoned the six 
of hearts.

Spencer 
Haywood 
did 
his 


thing once again—and Balti- 
more joined the list of National 
Basketball 
Association 
teams 


doing theirs. 


Haywood, recently signed by 


Seattle after becoming disen- 
chanted with his contract with 
Denver of the rival American 
Basketball Association, was on 
the court again Tuesday night. 


But the 6-foot-9 star, last sea- 


son's ABA Most Valuable Play- 
er, couldn't keep the Bullets 
from shooting down the Super- 
Sonics 109-101. 


In other NBA action, Detroit 


whipped Atlanta 98-90, Portland 
edged Boston 124-120, Philadel- 
phia beat San Francisco 97-92, 
Chicago clubbed San Diego 116- 
103 and Cincinnati stomped Los 
Angeles 146-112. In the ABA, In- 
diana nipped Memphis 92-88, 
Texas blitzed Pittsburgh 142-133 
and Utah trimmed Denver 114- 
99. 


Despite winning, the Bullets 


announced they were filing a 
protest against Haywood's pres- 
ence, becoming the sixth NBA 
team to take issue with Seattle's 
acquisition of the former Uni- 
versity of Detroit star. 


The clubs contend the Sonics 


violated an NBA rule which pro- 
hibits the signing of a player be- 
fore his college class is graduat- 
ed. Haywood, whose class grad- 
uates this June, turned pro after 
his sophomore year. 


Several teams are also insist- 


ing that Haywood's name be 
placed in the upcoming NBA 
draft and say Seattle's action 
could result in wholesale raids 
of college players by the pros. 


But Len Wilkens, the Sonics' 


player-coach, replied: "We're 
not the ones who are violating 
the rules. The ABA already has. 


"He's not a college player," 


Wilkens said. "He's a pro. He is 
in the open market. I get tired 
of other teams suing us because 
we signed him. They wanted to 
sign him too." 


Wilkens led Seattle against 


Baltimore with 27 points while 
Haywood scored 14, equalling 
the output in his NBA debut 
Monday night, a 124-110 loss in 
Milwaukee. 


The Bullets, overcoming 
a 


nine-point deficit, rallied in the 
final period as Earl Monroe hit 
10 of his 24 for points. Gus John- 
son also tallied 24 for the Cen- 
tral Division leaders. 


Howard Komives' six points 


in the final four minutes en- 
abled the Pistons to break an 
86-86 tie and pull away from At- 
lanta. Otto Moore topped De- 
troit with 22. Lou Hudson of the 
Hawks hit 32. 


Portland 
opened a 12-point 


fourth-quarter lead, then had to 
scramble to fight off Boston in 
the opener of a doubleheader in 
Philadelphia's Spectrum. Geoff 
Petrie and Rick Adelman, who 
led the Trail Blazers with 28 and 
27 points respectively, hit the 
clutch baskets that sank the 
Celtics, led by JoJo White with
